Article 2: The revised zoning ordinance as proposed by the Marlow Planning 
Board was defeated. YES 42, NO 113, BLANKS 10. Genevieve Ells read speech. 


Motion was made and seconded to pass over Articles 3 & 4. Passed. 


Article 5: It was moved and seconded to see if the Town would vote to 
withdraw $3,306 from the Capital Reserve Fund, Town hall Well: and to 
authorize the Selectmen to contact through competitive bidding for 
drilling an artesian well. An optimum location would be selected to 
service the fire house as well as Jones Hall. 


Jim Strickland felt a 2/3 written ballot wasn't necessary in this instance. 
Moderator called a recess to clarify the matter. 


Article was moved and seconded with 2/3 vote by written ballot ommitted. 
Amended article was passed by hand vote. 


Jim Strickland moved that we go back to Article 4 (Revenue Sharing) at 
this time, overruled. 


Article 6: Motion was made and seconded to see if the Town would vote to 
accept the 1965 combination pumper-tanker (Vin #A6511J1133k). Donated/procured 
jointly by Mr. and Mrs. Ross Potter and the Marlow Fire Department Activity 
Fund. Correction was made as to the age of the vehicle. The truck is a 

"62 not '65. Notice was passed that Mr. Potter suffered a heart attack this 
past Monday but was now out of intensive care and doing well. Article passed. 


Article 7: It was moved and seconded to see if the Town would vote to buy a new 
Class A/triple combination fire truck, the purchase price not to exceed $75,000. 
Such purchase price to be financed by the withdrawal from the Capital Reserve 

Fund - Fire Truck of $12,261.00, proceeds from the sale of the 1952 Reo fire truck 
at an estimated amount of $1,000.00 with the remainder to be borrowed through the 


issuance of notes to be repaid over a five year period (2/3 vote by written ballot 
required.) 


An excellent presentation with handouts and brochures was given by the Fire Depart- 
ment (David Davis and Donald Blanchard). The various bids that the fire department 


received were gone over and the pros and cons of each vehicle was very thoroughly 
explained. 


It was asked that with the procurement of the 1962 GMC Pumper-Tanker if it was 
really necessary to now purchase a new fire truck. The Fire Department explained 
that while the Department was happy-with the additional truck, because of its age 
it was not without its problems. It was felt it could not be relied on as a 
primary vehicle. 


Objection to the selling of the Reo was stated. Since it is a 6-wheel drive 
vehicle, it was felt it might be a valuable asset to the Town during mud season 

or in the case of a brush fire on the back roads of the Town. It was decided 

that it was best to turn the Reo over to the Highway Department rather than sell it. 


Mr. Rieseberg was called upon to present to the Town the various options available 
in financing the purchase of the truck. There are two avenues the Town could use 
(notes or bonds) depending on which had more favorable interest rates. It was 
noted that the Article in its present wording would not allow for the purchase of 
bonds. 


Original motion was withdrawn. 


Motion was made and seconded to see if the Town would purchase a Class A Triple 
Combination Fire Truck, price not to exceed $66,700.00. Such purchase to be 
financed by the withdrawal from the Capital Reserve Fund - Fire Truck and the 
balance in the Capital Reserve Fund - Fire Equipment Fund plus the 1985 contribution 
to the Fire Equipment Fund plus interest estimated to be $15,251.00 between both 
funds; with the remainder to be financed through notes and/or bonds not to exceed 
$51,500.00 over a five year period. (2/3 vote by written ballot required. Polls 

to remain open one hour) 


Results of voting: 81 ballots cast. YES 57, NO 24. Carried by 4 votes. Article 
passed. 


Article 8: Motion was made and seconded to see if the Town would vote to raise 

and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 for the purpose of completing the installation 
of chain link fencing on the 8outh side of the new section of the cemetery and 
repair the front gate. 


It was noted that cemeteries are required by New hampshire law to be completely 
fenced in. The original estimate for the fencing given a few years ago was $1,000. 
however the Cemetery Trustees felt an extra $500.00 would cover the cost of 
drilling since this section of fencing is to be installed in ledge. Article passed. 


Article 9: Motion was made and seconded to pass over this article. Hand vote 
taken FOR 46, AGAINST 16. Motion passed. Article passed over. 


Article 4: It was decided to spend the $7,807.00 of Revenue Sharing Funds as 
follows: 


$ 650.00 Insulate front vestibule of Jones Hall 
1,500.00 Paint Church Street side of Jones Hall 
550.00 Repair furnace in Jones Hall 
4,457.00 Begin planning of septic system for Jones Hall 
200.00 Have carpet in Library professionally seamed and tacked down 
200.00 Books for Library 
250.00 Paint outside of Town Office 


A question was asked as to why the Town Office was not painted the previous year 
as $250.00 was voted toward having it painted. The Selectmen explained that by 
the time all the insulation work was completed on the Town Office it was too late 
in the year to start painting. The voters requrested that the Selectmen in the 
future will try to spend the appropriated funds before the end of the year. 


Article 3: Motion was made and seconded to see if the Town would vote to raise 
such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the year ensuing, 
and make appropriations of the same, as set forth in the following budget:

SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Dear Neighbors, Friends and Fellow Townspeople: 


During 1985 there was considerable change in property ownership with some 
35 transfers recorded in the Registry of Deeds, Cheshire County. To those new 
owners who are residing in Marlow, we say welcome. A review of the property 
sales by the State Division of Revenue Services indicates that Marlow assess- 
ments are now 94% of fair market value, a reflection that values are holding 
close to market demands, and fairly well on target with the 100% assessment / 
revaluation conducted in the Town in 1984. As we close out 1985, there were 
four tax appeals pending before the State Board of Tax and Land Appeals regard- 
ing assessments wherein the Town and the taxpayer disagreed with the valuations. 
One, involving land and buildings near the Marlow Sawmill could become a major 
issue in 1986 if the Board rules in favor of the taxpayer. 


Using Revenue Sharing monies voted last year, the Church Street side of 
Jones Hall was painted under contract, including repairs where dictated. The 
Town Office building was scraped and painted by volunteers, except for "high 
off-the-ground" areas where professional services were acquired. More work is 
needed on the rear and northwest side of the building. A new artesian well 
and pump were completed for Jones Hall at a cost of $1,918 for the well and 
$1,267 for the pump and tank terminated in the furnace room. The well is 160 
feet deep providing 12 gallons per minute flow, with 84 feet of casing, 34 to 
bedrock and 50 feet into bedrock to insure a good seal. The septic system for 
the Hall was designed and approved by the State; however, it was not possible 
to go any further; because, the low bid of $5,373 was more than we had funds 
for and we were reluctant to commit the Town. However, this price for a septic 
tank and pump/lift to the leach field should hold for 1986 except for slight 
increases due to materials costing more. We will suggest this be made up by 
voting for 1986 Revenue Sharing monies listed elsewhere in this Town Report, 
together with funds to complete the installation. of the new bathroom facilities. 
Please note that $4,200 in Revenue Sharing was voted in 1985 for the septic 
system, and $3,306 was released from Capital Reserve for the Well. 


Like most communities, professions and businesses we, too, are beginning 
to feel the pressure of increased premiums from the insurance industry or just 
plain refusal to cover small towns. In November we were forced to go to the 
insurance pool in East Hartford, Connecticut for Workmens Compensation insurance 
resulting in a higher premium. Subsequently, however, we switched to the New 
Hampshire Municipal Association of Towns - —- New hampshire Trust - ~- Workmens 
Compensation which should result in large savings if our claims stay consistently 
low as they have in the past. If low, the Town will only have to pay a minimum 
administrative cost with their premium rebated or be given a credit toward 
renewal. It is possible that there could be as much as $3,000 saved through 
the cooperative arrangement. Liability coverage is another area of concern 
which we have felt for Police Professional Liability with a 25% increase and it 
is expected that overall Town liability, to include town officials, may take a 
dramatic rise in late 1986 or 1987. Again, relief may come about by Marlow 
being a participant in the NHMA Municipal Liability Insurance study as part of 
a 10 city and 155 town group. Although the study is in the early stage, we 
should benefit greatly in the months ahead. 


The new Fair Labor Standards Act signed in November by the President has 
required the Town to adjust its handling of overtime, especially by the Highway 
Department employees, from compensatory time at straight time to time and a half 
for overtime earned over forty hours. We have agreed to time and a half for 
overtime which can be treated as compensatory time instead of direct payment. 
The time and a half for time over forty hours has been standard with State High- 
way employees for some time and it is only fair that the Town has brought its 
policy in line with those having same or similar job performance/description. 

We are taking a similar approach in the area of hourly rates since the recently 
negotiated State Employees wage schedules and rates have changed significantly 
upward.

As a Board, the Selectmen want to extend full appreciation and thanks to 
the great number of people who organized Marlow's Blueberry Festival and directly 
contributed to its success. All of us may take the Volunteer Firemen and 
Ambulance operation for granted. Again, these groups are only as good as the 
people in them, and Marlow is blessed with energetic and dedicated men and 
women that make them the equal of any municipal's professionals. Our thanks, 
also, to P-C Connection, Marlow's fast growing computer mail-order business, 
for a new flagpole which should be installed in early 1986. 


Solid waste disposal has been a matter of concern for quite some time, and 
it was hoped that the Town could get another year out of our dump. This thought 
came to an abrupt end in December when the dump caught fire from, what we suspect, 
hot ashes since the fire started at the base of the dump or it was set---we will 
never know for sure. Our firemen did their best under extremely cold conditions, 
-45 degrees windchill; however, it finally had to be extinguished by covering 
with sand at a cost of about $3,500. State Bureau of Solid Waste Management 
personnel visited the dump and advised that we should cease dumping immediately. 
As a result, temporary arrangements were made for dumpsters and the transfer of 
waste to Keene by a compactor truck. We knew this was only a temporary solution 
and much work has to be done with public participation to arrive at possible 
alternatives. We do know that there is hardly a location in Marlow that could 
support a landfill, having proper soil conditions, etc. and the US Soil Conserva- 
tion Service Engineers were of great help. During the last several years the 
State has closed landfills at Westmoreland, Gilsum, Stoddard and other locations. 
The only new land fills that can be approved are those with the proper soil, lined 
and monitor wells activated/drilled. Broad estimates have been given, but detailed 
engineering studies would have to be made, approved and implemented over a lengthy 
period. For just a 5-10 acre site the cost would run somewhere between $750,000 
and $1 million. Under RSA 149:M, every town and city in the state must become a 
member of a regional waste management district. Such a district has the responsi- 
bility for the development of a waste management system for all members of the 
district. Each member city or town must contribute its fair share based on a per 
capital assessment. In 1983 the Southwest Solid Waste Management District was 
formed, consisting of Keene and twenty-two towns, including Marlow. The district 
has the responsibility for researching and planning a system or systems for the 
area. Under the Law, RSA 149:M, cities and towns cannot buy, finance or operate 
the final recommended system or systems - - only plan. Regional landfills and 
waste to energy plants are at such high capital cost, the greater the amount of 
waste handled results in lower cost per yard or ton. Planning and research for 


the RSA 149:M district is scheduled to be completed in the fall of 1986. 
After evaluation and approval, an implementation district wil pick up the 
responsibility and move forward. This district is known as 53B and there 
is an article requesting the legislative body approve the Town's joining. 
the new district and appropriating $707 for this purpose - - without it 
there is no guarantee that we would have a place to go with our waste in 
the years ahead.

During the past year Marlow Fire Department responded to 15 alarms in 
town. The in-town alarms consisted of, 1 accident, 2 autos, 3 grass and brush 
fires, 6 chimney fires, 1 false alarm and 2 dump fires. 


We also responded to 11 Mutual Aid calls - Acworth 1, Alstead 5, Gilsum 2, 
and Lempster 3. 


We saw a number of changes in the fire department in 1985. First, I'd 
like to thank the firemen for many hours of donated time and service away from 
family, friends and other projects they could have been doing. 


Thank you to Allen Campbell for his hard work and hours of service. Allen 
resigned in June. 


Through the year we added a couple of pieces of apparatus. One being a 
1962 GMC from Easton, Ct. This truck has a 750 GPM Midship Pump with a 1,000 
gallon tank. The truck is used primarily as a tanker but can be used as an 
attack piece. 


The other piece of equipment is your new fire truck. The truck arrived in 
mid June and was put in service about the first of July. The new truck has a 
1,000 GPM pump and a 1,000 gallon tank. We still have a little work to do 
before we have the truck set up the way we want it. We have had the truck in 
three parades in the last year and took it to Meadowood Fire School for a pump 
training course. This year I hope we will show it a few more times. 


In the past year we also purchased two good used 1 channel 30 watt radios 
from Putney Fire Department in Vermont. 


Again, I'd like to thank the firemen and the people of Marlow for their 
support.

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CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


Over the past two years the C.D. has been active 4 times for emergencies 
or potential emergencies. 


1. February '84 - Heavy wet snowstorm - power outage 
2. April '84 - Heavy rain - flooding 

3. September '85 - Hurricane Gloria 

4, January '86 - Snow, rain, flooding 


1. February '84 - This particular storm was not severe but with wet snow 
it caused a power failure which lasted almost 24 hours, not quite long enough 
to cause any problems. The weather was unseasonably warm, which helped. Many 
people are aware of what happens during the winter if power is out for an 
extended time; water pumps, oil burners and anything run by electricity won't 
work. People with wood stoves or who have gas are better off. Shelter may be 
needed by some residents with no heat and water. Assistance might also be 
provided to help drain plumbing systems where needed. 


2. April '84 - Almost 6" of rain fell over a few days. This produced 
flooding which some say was the worst since the hurricane of 1938. A couple 
of houses were close to getting flooded and one resident left until the water 
level dropped. The Christmas Tree Inn's cellar was pumped out by the fire 
department. Other than flooded cellars and a few washed out roads, damage 
was minimal compared to some other towns. No shelter was needed at this time. 
Harold St. Cyr picked up sand bags for the town in Keene. 


3. September '85 - hurricane Gloria; this storm warranted the most 
preparation, but luckily fizzled out before it reached Marlow. We received 
about 23s" of rain and an occasional gust of 35-40 mph. It started about 12 noon 
and was over by 5 pm. School was cancelled throughout the region. Most residents 
who work left early. The Boy Scouts started covering the CD phone at 10 am. By 
mid afternoon there were plenty of personnel and volunteers from various town 
agencies at the firehouse ready for action. One family was put up in the Old 
School House-Selectmen's Office building until the worst was over. The Marlow 
School had lost power at 2 mp and didn't have it back until 7 pm. Most of Marlow 
had power throughout the storm. The owners of PC Connection offered the use of 
their 8 KW generator to run an emergency shelter if it was necessary. 


One crew was sent out around 3 pm to assess damage. A few small trees downed 
was the extent of it. The crew consisted of 2 men in a rescue vehicle with radio, 
chain saws, tools and first aid equipment. Their job was to proceed along a 
predetermined route to assess damage and radio back if back-up help was needed 
for medical assistance, equipment, or personnel. 


Had the storm been as severe as first expected, the priorities would have 
run as follows: 

1. Rescue people in immediate physical danger 

2. Provide medical attention, first aid where needed 

3. Handle dangerous situations like flooding, electric lines, 
leaning trees and buildings. 

4. Clear roads for medical transportation, evacuations to 
shelter or safe area and movement of equipment. 

5. A shelter would have to be run until residents could return 
home or suitable housing found for them. 
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Many people would be needed as volunteers to be able to effectively 
handle a situation this big. I knew that I had that help when Hurricane Gloria 
threatened us. My thanks to the people who showed their support. 


4. January '86 - A late January storm brought first 3"' of snow, then 
1's" of rain and much thawing. This brought some parts of the Ashuelot River up 
to flood stage, mainly caused by ice jams and displacement due to ice. These 
areas were watched periodically, along with other flood-prone areas. In a case 
like this, flooding can happen rapidly due to ice jamming. 


Presently, the CD has 4 radiation detection kits, 200 empty sandbags, 3 army 
surplus generators and a rescue vehicle. Two of the generators are small 120 
volt units that are being used at the town barn. One is in ready backup, the 
other for parts. The town road department needs to keep going and may need these 
to make repairs and maintain their equipment in an emergency situation. The third 
generator 13 at the firehouse. It is a 5KW, 3 phase unit. It is a nice piece of 
equipment but is in disrepair, and parts and labor are scarce. This generator 
would make a challenging project for an energetic mechanically minded person. 


I believe the town needs a good backup generator. The main purpose would be 
to run an emergency shelter but could be used at the firehouse or school during 
power outages or even the general store's gas pumps to provide needed gas. Electricity 
only becomes precious when you don't have it. This item is essential to handling 
an emergency situation properly and effectively. 


As of April 1, 1985 I plan to resign as CD director. My reasons are personal 
and in no way reflect on any people or town departments. I feel that there are 
qualified persons in Marlow that could handle this job and find it very interesting 
and satisfying. There is still a lot to be done with organizing the CD department 
and the knowledge needed is ever expanding. Skills like firefighting, mechanical 
and electrical repair and equipment operation are helpful but not necessary. The 
main function of the CD department is to coordinate town departments and personnel 
in emergency situations through the various forms of communication. This depart- 
ment should keep well informed during these situations and carry out these 
coordinating tasks by having a good emergency plan, knowledge of all possible 
situations and a lot of common sense.

Annual Report 
of 
Southwest Regional Planning Commission 


The Southwest Region Planning Commission is a voluntary as- 
sociation of 28 towns and 1 city whose citizens understand the 
purposes and value of both local and regional planning. Over the 
past year the Commission has’ served the members in countless 
ways. Some of the more noteworthy include: 


A Commission Regional Highway Advisory Committee studied the 
regional highway needs and made recommendations to the Governor's 
Advisory Commission. The Planning Commission's recommendations 
were evident in the resulting report which, when’ implemented, 
should have ae positive long range effect on the region. With 
funding from the State Department of Transportation, the Commis- 
sion is continuing to study regional transportation issues. 


Undoubtedly, the largest project undertaken by the Commission 
Guring 1985 was’ the compilation of a Socio-Economic Profile of 
the entire region. This book contains information and data _ on 
geography, agriculture, population, housing, labor and employ- 
ment, economics, services, and recreation in the towns of the 
Region. It is a tremendous resource and was designed for ease of 
updating so it will remain a valuable resource in the years to 
come. 


The Commission has begun a Regional Housing Market Analysis 
which is designed to document the housing issues and concerns 
facing the region. This study was made possible by a Targeted 
Block Grant received from the state. 


In addition, the Commission continued to assist towns through 
planning and zoning technical assistance, grantwriting, co- 
operative purchasing, and computerized tax and utility billing 
services. 


Marlow has received direct assistance from the Commission 


staff in several important ways over the past year. The town's 
Tax Maps were completely updated by the commission's cartographic 
staff at a considerable cost saving to the town. In addition, 


the planners have provided technical advice to the planning board 
and board of selectmen on a number of major planning issues 
facing the town including mobile homes, floodplain management and 
zoning regulations. The commission has worked closely with the 
selectmen in an attempt to obtain state and federal grant money 
to assist in meeting various town needs and while these efforts 
have met with little success thus far, they will continue on be- 
half of the town. Finally, the commission is working with the 
town to modernize, through the use of computers, the town's tax 
billing and financial systems. 
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
